Famous Mountain Stronghold 
of Indians Taken at Great 
Cost of Life. 


OFFICERS SHOOT THEIR 
FLEEING CONVICT SOLDIERS 


Slaughter Would Have Been More Dis- 
astrous If Panic Had Not 
Been Quieted. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 

CITY OCF MEXICO, May 9.—The head- 
quarters of the Yaqui revolutionists in 
eastern Sonoro fell Into the hands of the 
federal troops of Mexico for a short time on 
April 2. Sale que Puecde is the name of 
the place, and it is the most famous of the 
encampments of Yaquis in eastern Sonora. 
The name means “Get out if you can,”’ 
and Sale que Puede has existed in har- 
mony with its name for years. Very few 
Mexicans who have gone into Sale que 
Puede have come out again. 

Col. Mingana, in command of the Elev- 
enth batallion, was recently instructed to 
occupy Sale que Pude. When he informed 
his soldiers of his purpose they all sald 
their prayers, although they are little given 
to relgion. Not one of the soldiers ex- 
pected to live after operating against the 
Yaquis of Sale que Puede. 

The stronghold is in Guaynopa canyon, 
one of the wildest of the defiles of the 
mountains of eastern Sonora. The moun- 
tains on every side of the place rise thou- 
sands of feet and are so steep as to be 
almost conical. wuaynopa canyon affords 
the only passage across the mountains in a 
region of 15,000 square miles in area 
although defiles lead out of Sale que Puede 


into the mountains held by the Yaau 
ail sides. In this way those who peld Boe 


que Puede simply control 15,000 miles of ter- 
ritory. As only the Yaquis know the defiles 
communicating with Guaynopa canyon, 
they are masters of the region. 


With his 4000 soldiers Mingara ma 
to reach Sale que Pucde on Aarti 20. “ae 
found the place held by 2000 Yaquis under 
Adriasola Cupo. Having arrived early j 
the morning, the Mexican colonel decided 
to place forces upon a few of the surround- 
ing mountains, and then attack the Yaquis 
from the canyon with the bulk of his bat- 
talion. 

The Yaquis had been warned of the ad- 
vance of the Mexicans and had decided to 
give battle. Upon the mountain which 
rises abrouptly at the north of the main 
fort they placed four old cannons which 
they captured six months ago from the 
Mexicans. From this mountain they could 
inflict much punishment upon the Mexi- 
cans, who, owing to the roughnegs of the 
country, had abandoned their cannon at 
Cueva, while on the march. 

About 8 a. m. the Mexican troops, which 
secured positions in the mountains to the 
south, east and west of Sale que Puede, 
Opened fire upon the Yaquis. It was in 
this way that they signaled to Mingara 
that they were ready. Just as soon as he 
heard the firing, Mingara ordered the ad- 
vance of the bulk of the battalion from 
the canyon upon the Yaqui! position. The 
soldiers rushed through the canyon as 
though they were taking Sale que Pueda by 
surprise. 

At certain points where the Canron nar- 
rowed the troops became  bdbiockaded 
through their hurry. Upon these points 
the Yaquis had their cannons trained. 
Whenever the Mexicans became jammed 
the Yaquis wrought havoc among them 
with a hurled from their cannons. 
The Yaqul loaded their cannons to the 
muzzles with scrap-iron, chains and ba- 
saltic stones, and the accuracy of their 
aim was testified to by the mortality 
among their foes. 

The Mexicans became  panic-stricken. 
Only by the splendid tact of Col. Mingara 
were the troops rallied. Mingara and his 
officers shot all the convict soldiers who 
attempted flight. This saved the battalion. 
If filight had been attempted, the Yaquis, 
in the stronghold, would have followed the 
soldiers, while other bodies of Yagquis, en- 
tering the canyon from the various defiles, 
would have biocked their passage ahead, 
and they would have been hemmed in and 
annihilated like half a dozen other battal- 
liens in times past. 

Col. Mingana pressed forward and 
reached the Yaqui forces with 3,000 men. 
All firing ceased immediately from the 
mountains and a terrific struggle was 
commenced in the canyon. Mexicans made 
assaults with force and frequency upon 
the strongholds of the Yaquis, and the fat- 
ter resisted stubbornly. About noon the 
Mexicans captured one of the smaller forts 
and from that time on until after nightfall 
they continued to take fort after fort. At 
about 8 p. m. the Yaquis abandoned their 
main fort. They then wn" eared, enter- 
ing the many unknown defiles of the Si- 
erras. 

It was part of Col. Mingana’s purpose 
to leave part of his battalion at Bale que 
Puede as a garrison to hold the place per- 
manently. e even sent a courier at dead 
of night to Cueva to telegraph to Léeuten- 
ant-Colonel de la Rosa news of the victory 
and plans for improving upon it.

A Virginian 

by Birth. 

Gov. Seay was born in Virginia, in Am- 
herst County, near Lynchburg, in 1872. 

Here is his story of his early life: 

“Realizing in 18% at the age of 3 years 
that Virginia did not offer the proper in- 
ducements for the talents I felt were de- 
veloping within me after many a long ar- 
gument I finally secured my parents’ con- 
sent for a removal of the family to mis- 
souri, which I could see even through my 
infant eyes was to be the home of indus- 
try, peace and alum-tasting politicians. 

“Father at last gave assent to my plead- 
ings and we crossed the mighty Missis- 
sippi and dove into the forest beyond St. 
Louis to the extent of 100 miles. While 
the family lived on one spot until 1361 we 
became taxpayers in four counties. At first 
we were in St. Louls County. - orf of this 
was cut Franklin. Then Gasconade was 
cut off Franklin and off Gasconade was 
cut Osage. We lived in all of them. 

“As I grew along I became tired of 
working on a farm for $% and % per month 
and decided to grab the first opportunity 
to rise that came in view. Pighteen-fifty- 
four rolled around and the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad began worming its way 
west toward Jefferson City. 

“I was over near what is 4 
Mill, near the bluffs. one » arta shag spel 
Saw 2 gang of graders go to work. T 
esRed what they were getting. It was as 
much fm a week as I was being handed 
in a month. I applied for a job anda got it. 
I was given a shovel and a wheelbarrow 
and helped grade to Jefferson City. I be- 
lieve that I am now the only man alive 
who was engaged in any capacity in that 
work. 

“Then I went back to the farm. In 1860 
IT left Osage and went to Crawford County. 
where I began the study of law. and was 
admitted to the bar in 1561. 

“I was in Steelville when the war began. 
It was pretty well known that I was a 
Virginian by birth, and the mafority of the 
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“Behind His Back.”’

questioner, a Marylander and well ac- 
quainted with Virginia traditions. 

The aged governor showed considerable 
temper. 

“Don't attempt to question what I did,” 
he said, with some heat. “I repeat, sir, I 
was born in Virginia, near the city of 
Lynchburg, sir, in Amherst County, sir, 
and if I chose to serve the Union is none 
of anybody’s business or Virginia’s, either, 
sir. I’m not responsible for what she did.” 

The speaker got up walked a few paces 
and then abruptly turned back and sat 
down. 

“You see, I had to fight that in Steel- 
viile years. ago,’ he said, in a softening 
tone, “and what you said riled me.” 

When assured that no offense was meant 
and that the interrogator's paternal an- 
cestor fought through the war in the army 
of the Potomac the veteran became: all 
graciousness. 

“Well,” he began again, “I got 15 or 200 
students who were loyal about me and we 
swiped as-many muskets. Our drill ground 


was the back alley and our parades were 
all held around the midnight hour in the 
most secluded sputs of the village. 

“When I thought my men were suff- 
ciently drilled we ren off to Rolla and 
joined Col. John S. Phelps’ regiment. This 
was sent to Benton Barracks, in St. Louls, 
and became eventually the Thirty-second 
Missourt Volunteers. 

‘In December, 1862. we went south with 


Blair's brigade under Gen. Sherman.”’

“I had the best regiment that ever wore 
the blue of the United States or that ever 
faced a hostile bullet. We did more fight- 
Ing on the way to Savannah and at Sa- 
vannah than many a brigade. There was 
not a man in it who had not seen three 
years’ hard service. 

‘And shoot. We had far and away the 
best shots tn the army and in dodging 
bullets our equal has never been known. 
So expert were we in the latter accom- 
plishment that I believe I could have car- 
ried the regiment through the war without 
aman being hit. 

“Well, after we put the Johnnies out of 
business we went north for the grand re- 
view at Washington. On May 26, 1965. we 
passed before Presfdent Johnson. After 
that we were sent to Louisville, Ky., and 
camped within a few miles of that city, 
feeding on fine cut blue grass until July, 
when ‘Old Tecumseh’ made us an address 
to the effect that the war was over, that 
we treated hint all right and that_he was 
much obliged—or words to that effect.’’ 


“Will Never 


Forgive Grover.’ 

Col. Seay returned to Steelville and be- 
gan the practice of law. ‘“‘I soon grew all 
over that country,’’ he said, ‘‘and lots of 
my friends, and myself included, gave me 
the idea that a seat in Congress was wait- 
ing for mé. I went after it and found when 
I got there Silver Dick Bland had beat me 
to it. I had to be beaten twice at that be- 
fore I gave up. Then I managed to get on 
the circuit bench in 1875 and stayed there 
until 1888, when Gen, Harrison thought I 
was fit for the supreme court of Oklahoma 
territory. From that I stepped into the 
gubernatorial mansion and was ousted out 
15 months later by Mr. Cleveland. I'll 
never forgive Grover for that. I thought 
he was a friend of mine.”’ 

Gov. Seay ts unalterably op to a 
union between Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory in order to secure statehood. He 
declares Oklahoma is the finest spot on the 
whole earth and is best able to stand and 
fight, if need be, alone. 

“Our people are made up of those who 
in the old states could not make a head- 
wiy. Every time they tried to do any- 
tthing,’’ he said, ‘they would be hit an th 
head with a club in the hands of those 
superior to them financially or socially. 
Thev were like the little runt pig in a sty 
of big pigs. Every time thev went for 
feed they would be pushed aside.

Falling Waters Give South- 
erners a Chance to Re- 
pair Breaks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 9.—Capt. E. W. 
Van C. Lucas yesterday returned from 
Caruthersville, Mo., to which place he jour- 
neyed several] days since aboard the Chisca 
on an inspection tour of the levees. The 
purpose of the chief engineer in visiting the 
town which was in great danger of washout 
during the recent high water was to as- 
certain the nature and extent of the old 
levee caving which occurred there since 
the last rise of the river. 

The building of the new levee a few miles 
below Hickman, Ky., was another object 
of the trip and while he was absent on 
his recent visit to the town of Caruthers- 
ville, Capt. Lucas inspected the new levee 
work below Hickman. 

M. J. Roach of this city has the contract 
for the construction of one and a half 
miles of new embankment south from that 
already in existence; which was built by 
local capital with government assistance 
several years ago. After the completion 
of the new work there will remain several

who think that the landmarks of the early 
Anglo-Saxon history are being ruthlessly 
destroyed for the onward march of s50- 
called civilization. Among those who have 
taken up the cudgel in defense of Straford 
is Marie Corelli, in an article which she 
has headed, “The Body-Snatchers; An Ap- 
peal,’’ In the article, which is copyrighted 
by the author and published by Dodd, Mead 
& Co., she says: 

Many strange and grewsome § stories 
have of late been afloat concerning the dig- 
ging up of dead bodies for dissection in 
surgical laboratories. With bated breath, 
as it were, the newspapers tell us, in a 
thrilling-whisper-paragraph, of men bent 
on the pursuit of science, who go, like 
ghouls iv the silence of the night, to drag 
up corpses which have been consigned by 
bell, book and candle to “eternal rest,”

artery, limb from limb, till only the ghastly 
fragments of what was once man or wom- 
an, lie on their butchers’ chopping board of 
trade. We have been told how these ‘‘sci- 
entists’’ actually steal the dead for com- 
mon use as targets—how they will take the 
poor lifeless forms of human beings who 
once loved and thought and suffered, and 
set them up as ‘“‘marks’’ to be shox at, in 
the bloody and brutal ‘“‘scientific’’ pastime 
which they carry on in their private dis- 
secting hells.

Dread Sicilian Organization Simply 
Writes a Note, and If It Is Ig- 
nored, Slays the Man Re- 
ceiving It.

Other Italians of prominence, through false 
patriotism, it is charged. declare the whole 
matter to have been trumped up by the 
police, and deny that there is any proof of 
organized Mafia in the city.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Indiane Itv- 
ing in Indian Territory will soon come into 
full possession of all their property. 
At present they are the wards of the 
government and are the richest people on 
earth. 
The United States is not enamored of 
the guardianship. There is nothing in it 
for Uncle Sam except a lot of trouble and 
expense. : 
Four tmmdred and forty-five thousand 
acres have been selected for sale to tho | 
public to open the rich coal and asphalt 
deposits. The acreage for town sites is 
not so large, and most of it has already 
been disposed of. 
When all the tand fet aside fer town 
sites has been sold it is believed the In- 
dians of the Chickasaw and Choctaw tribes 
Will have $20,000.00 to thet credit frum 
that source alone. 
In the centennial year of the Louisiana 
Purchase {ft i# worth noting that that sum 
is greater than the amount paid for the 
whole territory, of which the Indian ro- 
serve is only a very e#meall part. 
The assertion that the Indiane living in 
the territory are the richest people on 
earth is beeed upon the fact that the 
poorest of them haz a patrimony worth 
at least $10,000. Any Chickasaw or Chow 
taw who can get the congent of the au- 
thorities here may go into the open mur- 
ket and sell for the sum mentioned what 
he te entitled to when he comes into full 
possession of all his property. 
The Osages have property which makes 
the poorest among them worth $156,000.

Discovery of the 
Wholesale Crimes. 
The first evidence which resulted in the 
exposure of a systematic robbing of graves, 
which had been going on for years, was ob- 


tained on the night of Sept. 26 of last year. 
Some one, whose identity has never been

eyhan and the “sanctified’’ preacher, Malonc, 
last Saturday, are in the county jail. Lasi 
night Sheriff Franklin brought in from the 
Little River region Jim Price, Bob Godair, 
D. C. Disherp, Réward Chitty, Ruff Nichols 
and his son, Jeff Nichols. 
The men all say they will easily prove 
an alibi, but the authorities claim to have 
strong evidence against them. Their pre- 
liminary hearing will be held this week. 

It has devoloped in Sheriff Franklin's in- 
vestigation of the double tragedy that 
Constable W. J. Moneyhan was shot down 
while making only a verbal resistance to 
the demands of the masked mob for the 
person of “‘Rev."’ W. A. Malone, the advo- 
cate of “sanctification.”’ 

There are witnesses who say that when 
Malone was demanded the constable re- 
fused to surrender him, adding, “He is be- 
ing protected with my life.’’ 

“Well, then dle,’’ replie@ a voice, said to 
have been recognized, and the officer re- 
cetved a charge from a shotgun in the 
center of his forehead, dying instantly. 

The killing of Moneyhan, who was widely 
regarded as a competent officer, is par- 
ticularly atrocious as he was not armed at 
the time the armed party invaded his house

No Sympathy 

for Slain “Parson.” 

On all hands are heard threits against 
the constable’s murderer, should the crime 
be definitely located. 

or Malone little or no sympathy is ex- 
pressed. Mrs. Malone is in jail here, where 
she was recently placed by Malone cn a 
charge of insanity, which will be aban- 
doned now as the authorities express their 
conviction that the woman has been ter- 
ribly persecuted and is sane. 

Mrs. Frell, of late the companion ef 
Malone, arrested with him and a witness 
to the tragedy of last Saturday night, oc- 
cupies a cell across the corridor from the. 
woman she wronged. During the day the 
women have frequently interchanged words 
of imprecation. 

The people of Pemiscot County have bit- 
terly resented the teachings of Malone for 
the last year. - Heretofore he has been a 
quiet farmer, but was known to have pe- 
culiar views on religion. However, he re- 
mained apparently orthodox until 18 months 
ago, when, as he later said, through a 
dream he became ‘“‘sanctified.”’ 

He utterly failed to convince his wife 
and son of the justness of his new faith 
and in a rage left the homestead and was 
gone several months. In the spring of 
last year he returned to Little River town- 
ship and announced that he had been 
chosen of God to preach the true religion. 

His attempts to convert his family caused 
many heated disputes and much bad feeling. 
Malone remained at home, however, but 
frequently went on proselyting missions 
throughout this and adjoining counties. 
He was an insistent evangelist and oppo- 
sition to his views was met on his part 
with exhibitions of violent wrath. 

The Woman in 

the Tragedy. 

He denounced citizens in lurid phrases 
and succeeded only in stirring up a bitter 
feeling of resentment that made possible 
the frenzied spirit that actuated the mob 
to murder last Saturday night. 

During the summer “Parson” 
made one convert. It was Mrs. Mary 
Frefl, the wife of a respectable. quiet 
farmer of Little River township. The cou- 
ple were frequently seen together exploit- 
ing their unwelcome doctrine and thelr ac- 
tions were such that Frell left his wife 
and young Malone his father. 

Mrs. Malone stayed at home. She says 
she was the recipient of every indignity. 
She is an elderly woman and is beginning 
to feel her weight of years. 

On the other hand Mrs. Fretl ts but 24, a 
petite and comely brunette. She has been 
twice married. She was born in Savannah, 
Ga., as Mary Lucey. She married Thomas 
Turner when 15 years old and came to Mis- 
sourt. Turner died several years ago and 
she married James Freil of New Madrid 
County. Two years ago they came to

The life of Edward C. Simmons of St. 
Louis is inspiration to the young men of to- 
day. 

Mr. Simmons was born in 1889, in Wred- 
ericksburg, Md. His father was of New 
England ancestry, and his mother came of 
German antecedents. He came to St. Loulg 
in 1846, and was then 7 years olf. He com- 
pleted his education in the St. Louis High 
School, and when 16 years old secured em- 
ployment as office boy with Childs, Pratt 
& Co., hardware merchants. 

After serving three years with this firm 
he entered the employ of Wilson, Levering 
& Waters, bardware dealers, serving four 
years, when he was made a member of the 
new firm of Levering, Waters & Co. 

Mr. Simmons was then only 2% years old, 
and his rise in the business world was Iit- 
tle short of remarkable. Two years later 
the firm name was changed to Simmons & 
Waters, and in 15872, when Mr. Waters re- 
tired, the firm was incorporated under the 
name of the Simmons Hardware Co. This 
was the first incorporation of the kind in 
the United States. 

The business ef the firm gradually ex- 
panded from year to year. Additional tray- 
eling salesmen were employed, additional 
store room was secured, and today the in- 
stitution does a volume of business greater 
than any similar establishment in the 
United States; over 500 persons are em- 
ployed by the firm. 

In 1880-1881 Mr. Simmons was a member of 
the board of police commissioners of 8t. 
Loufs, and during his administration the 
public gambling houses in St. Louis were 
closed in a single night. 

One of the principal gambling promoters 
‘was convicted and sentenced to: the peni- 
tentiary. He was pardoned by Gov. Crit- 
tenden on the day of his arrival at the 
state prison, and Mr. Simmons promptly 
resigned as a member of the St. Louls 
board. 

Two years ago Mr. Simmons retired from 
active control of the Simmons Hardware 
Co. and the presidency is now held by his 
eldest son. 

The family lives in an elegant home in 
Westmoreland place. 


The Post-Dispatch and New York World 
asked Mr. Simmons to write an article on 
his secret of ‘success, to be used in a series 
of similar articles gathered for these pa- 
pers by the Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis.

Children should be taught early to 
be honest because it is right, to be truth- 
ful because it is wrong to be untruthful. 

Surround a boy with at atmosphere of 
honesty and truth, where nothing Iess 
than that is ever thought of, much less ut- 
tered, and he is a stranger to anything 
dishonest or untruthful.

The Mexican government is doing every- 
thing possible to relieve the colonel, but 
it is feared that thie may do him more 
harm than good, for there is no hatred in 
Mexico like that with which the Yaqu! re- 
gard the Mexican soldiers. It is feared 
that to send a strong military force against 
them would so enrage the Indians that 
they would murder their captive. The gov- 
ernment is aware of this, and so are Col. 
Ericson's friends, but they are unwilling to 
sit idle while the Yaqui perpetrate such 
bold crimes as this one of carrying off and 
holding for ransom one of the richest mine 
owners of Mexico, a stroke which, for 
boldness, has never been eclipeed by any 
banditti in all the history of the Seuth- 
west. 


Yaqui Have Never 


and his conquerers came, and there was 
never a day when the conquistidore could 
say he controlled the Yaqui. When Mex- 
ico became a republic the Yaqui refueed 
to have anything to do with the govern- 
ment. They insisted then, as always, 
they were a free people, answerable 
their chiefs and the sun, and to 
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the north of Mexico. But for all that they 
are the masters of the mountains, and once 
aroused there is no force in Mexico which 
can subdue them. 

The Mexican government has been at 
war with the Yaqul, in a desultory fashion, 
ever since there has been a Mexican gov- 
ernment. It las endeavored to put them on 
a reservation, as Indians are placed in the 
United States, but the Yaqui, always in- 
sisting that the lands they hold are the in- 
violable gifts of their fathers, have always 
refused to move. 

The result of these attempts has been 
that the government has sent troops 
against them perhaps a hundred times, and 
the troops have found no Yaqui. They were 
away to the hills and in hiding, only to 
come down a8 soon as the troops left the 
vicinity.

The ourification of St. Louis is at hand. 

War on wickedness begun in the pulpit 
is to be carried into court. 

Not only are prosecuting officers to be 
upheld, but they are to be furnished 
means with which to proceed against law- 
breakers. 

When Dr. Conan Doyle comes over to 
the World's Fair he will have a chance to 
study a new kind of Sherlock Holmes. 

This Sherlock will be found in the pul- 
pit on Sunday, but during the week, when 
going about pastorial duties, his weather- 
eye will be open and mentally he will be 
making notes of things in St. Louls that 
ought to be brought into harmony with 
the law. 

Very dignified the new sort of detective 
will be, and he will not stoop to some of 
the methods that are supposed to asso- 
clate with the work of detectives who 
have not had the advantage of theological! 
upbringing. 

He will not follow the example of the 
first preacher detective who commingled 
with those of the earth who are earthly, 
that he might find evidence on which to 
base the legal charges necessary to purify 
New York. 

The St. Louis preacher-detective, with one 
exception, will merely report that which 
comes before him so plainly that it may 
not be ignored. 

Deductive reasoning has gone so far since 
Sherlock Holmes began applying it, that 
five of the brightest men in St. Lou's pul- 
pits will have no difficulty in inferring 
things without actual contact with them. 

Even the one exception will not follow 
Dr. Parkhurst’s example to the point of ac- 
tual association with the victous. ut Dr. 
W. J. McKittrick of the First Présbyte- 
rian Church says he means to hunt down 
those who are contaminating the morals 
of St. Louis and do what he may to rid the 
community of them. He will not only re- 
port such violations of the law as are fla- 
grant in that part of the city In which his 
own church is located, but will go about 
the entire town whenever he has leisure, 
and run down corruptors of youth. 

Thursday night the five preacher detec- 
tives organized for their work. They are 
the Rev. Dr. B. F. Fullerton of the Lucas 
Avenue Cumberland Presbyterian Church. 
the Rev. Dr. C. H. Patton, pastor of the 
First Congregational Church; the Rev. Dr. 
W. J. McKitrick of the First Presbyterian 
Church, the Rev. Dr. W. F. McMurray of 
the Centenary Methodist Church and the 
Rev. Dr. J. L. Brandt of the Firet Chris- 
tlan Church. 

Movement Is Sweeping. 

The movement in which these. ministers 
have engaged means a great deal to St. 
Louis. They are an umbilical connection 
between the Evangelical Alliance and the 
Law Enforcement League, which ts stand- 
ing with Father Coffey in his work which 
began with regulating the winerooms. 

The Evangelical Alliance numbers among 
its members ministers of all Protestant 
denominations except the Lutheran and 
the Episcopal. It is rather unwieldly. So 


it has delegated power to the five to speak, 


for it in connection with Law Enforce- 
ment League work, limiting their indorse- 
ment of league actions to such things as

As several of the members of the Alliance 
are aleo members of the League, harmony 
between the League and the five is expect- 
ed : 


Working also in harmony with the Law 
Wnforcement League and with the five will 
be an organization just formed, the Centra!

The objects of this association, as set 
forth in its constitution, are ‘“‘to protect 
the purity of homes, preserve the good 
name of the community, and enforce the 
established laws of decency and order.”’

“There are two great movements roing 
on. and they mean much to St. Louts. 
One fs general and one ‘s local to the sec- 
tion bounded by Laclede and Easton ard 
Grand and Jefferson avenues, or. cav. as 
far east as Twentieth street. This local 
movement seemed to spring up rtmulta- 
neously in all the churches. In the neigh- 
borhood affected...

All the ministers 
in the district are on a committee to work 
for the purification of the neighborhood 
and the enforcement of laws through 
which this purification fs to come. 

“The movement had@ its origin § three 
months ago, Sermons have been preached 
on the conditions prevailing tn this ola 
ond very desirable residence district. Aft. 
er the sermon I preached a protest against 
the lex enforcement of law throvgeh which 
the @etrict was being invaded by im- 
proper characters was offered to the con- 
gregation and every person present signed 
it. 

“A sermon preached by Dr. Burnham of 
Pilzrim Congregational Church its to be 
used as a tract. Public opinion ita to be 
aroused and a public meeting is to be 
held the night befere election, which will 
be addressed by the Rev. Father Coffey 
and others. We hope to show those in 
charge of the enforcement of the law that 
the goéd element far outnumbers the evil

Would Shoot to Kill. 

“Tl see my name is mentioned first 48 
one of the committee of five ministers Se- 
lected by the Evangelical Alliance to co- 
operate with the Law Enforcement 


League,” said Rev. Dr. Baxter P. Fuller-, 


ton of Lucas Avenue Cumberland Presby- 
terian Church. “‘There has been more or 


less co-operation all along. Some of the 
ministers are members of the league. Busi- 
ness men-have no hesitancy in backing 
with time and money efforts for the mora! 
good of the city, if those efforts bring re- 
sults. Nothing succeeds like success, and 
everyone likes to be associated with su- 
cessful movements. Father Coffey made a 
sucess of his wineroom movement, and 
the response made by the legislature to 
the protest I took up to Jefferson City 
against the slot machine bill and the per- 
petual saloon bill, that allowed men to 
keep on running saloons eternally with- 
out further petition, no matter what 
charges were brought against them, gave 
very great satisfaction to those who were 
paying for the expenses of the work done. 
All we need is to arouse popular sentiment 
and there will be no trouble in getting ut- 
tention from the authorities. 

“The Alliance wants to be informed 
about the work going on and the oondi- 
tions that prevail. There is a general band- 
ing together of the better element to bring 
about a recognition of a popular sentiment 
in favor of morality that exists, but that 
has not until recently made itself. felt. 

“Right up here the question of having 
the law enforced is persanal to a great 
number of persons. A vicious element has 
been gradually encroaching upon a home 
district. Probably Marcus Bernheimer 
called attention to the matter first. He 


lives in the district. He ascertained that an|- 


improper rooming house had opened not 
far from my church. I want to say that i 
am not criticising the police very much. 
In this case I found Capt. Gaffney willing 
and anxious to do what he could to com- 
pel the woman who kept the house to 
move.

The association 
started with 400 members soe eres $1 
to defray expenses. An adjour meeting 
will be held at the Washington and Comp- 
ton Avenue Church the night before elec- 
tion.

City Politics Corrupt. 

In the sermon preached by Rev. Dr. 
Burnham, he said: “The devil is already 
sowing his seed in this city for the World's 
Fair. With the unrighteous legislation in 
regard to the saloon and the winerooms, 
and with the activity of the forces of evi! 
in this direction, in our corrupt city polli- 
tics, and at our capitol, with St. Louls re- 
ported as spending more for lice than 
for school teachers and school mainten- 
ance, and the apathy of good men on it 
all, evil is making great headway; the 
saloons and the wineroams are coming un- 
der the shadows of our churches—not in 
one locality either. Evil is pressing its 
way everywhere, winked at by the officials 
whe know licenses to be granted unrigh- 
teously. 

“It takes but little effort, strong and 
united, to arouse public sentiment.. How 
soon, for example, Circuit Attorney Foik, 
& man raised up by God, in his wholesome 
Work, gathered about him the con- 
science, the heart and the righteous sen- 
timent of the community. 

‘A friend of mine whose duty it is an- 
nually to inspect’ the sources of poverty 
and crime in the city told me that one 
evening he saw 6500 girls drinking in the 
bars, beer gardens and saloons, some 0 
them boozy, some of them excited, some 
of them bold.

One 
morning he left the Hotel Windsor, where 
he had been living, to go to work. From 
the moment he left the village street until 
last Wednesday, he had neither been seen 
nor heard. of by the residents of the little 
town or by his friends. 

Last week Martin Walls received a letter 
from friends in York County, saying his 
son had. beén seen in a remote part of the

Commission Merchants Have 
Refused to Grant Demand 
of Employes. 


Porters and teamsters In the employ of 
the commission houses are dissatisfied with 
the present wage scale and have formed 
unions. A strike, commencing next Mon- 
day, is considered likely. 

At a meeting of commission merchants 
Saturday a communication from the por- 
ters was received, seting forth their de- 
mands. They ask for $15 a week and a 
12-hour day, from 6 in the morning to 6 
in the evening. At present they say they 
get from $9 to $12 a week, with the hours 
uncertain. 

Representatives from 6 firms 
refused to grant the demands. 

The teamsters demand $12 for a one-horse 
driver, $13.50 to $15 for a two-horse driver, 
and 6 for a three-horse driver. The com- 
msson merchants are willing to pay; tt is 
said, $11 for one, $13 for two and $14.50 for 
three-horse teamstere Twelve hours are 
both demanded and offered, except ihat the 
teamsters want the hours to cummence at 
6 o'clock. 

The commisson dealers state that the ex- 
igencies of their business are such that it 
is impossble to fix the hours of work.

THEY PREFER THE SOLITUDE 
FOR BREEDING PURPOSES 


New Flax Industry in the Dakotas Is 
Responsible for a Big In- 
crease in Flocks. 


LINCOLN, Neb., April 2%.—The rear 
yuarad of the northward-bound flocks of 


wii. 
veh? cver Nebraska for the last few cays, 
ani ths shooting season, so far as these 
birds are concerned, ‘s about over. 

Very few ducks and no geese at all nest 
in this state. Many of the black geese 
stop in the marshes of the Dakotas, but 
most of them prefer the solitudes of the 
Canadian lakes, where they may breed 
without fear of disturbance. 

The white geese are entirely birds of 
passage. Flocks of them loiter here and 
there on their northward flight, and in 
the old days, when the farmer sowed his 
wheat broadcast on the ground to follow 
later with a harrow that covered it up, 
many were the curees launched at these 
omnivorous eaters, who cleaned up acres 
in a day. The white geese are gradually 
growing fewer in numbers, and even up 
in the DeKotas, where they have stopped 
for cays at a time, they do very little 


danwge. 

Sportsmen gust back from Dakota assert 
that 
against shooting ducks in the spring. Ducks 
nest freely there, and, while the country is 
gctting ‘a little too well settled for them, 
theusands of broods are reared. 

During the nesting period they are very 
tame and it is not much sport to kill them. 
Ths everage hunter is unable to distin- 
guith the male from the female, and the 
killing cf the latter usually means the 
destruction of a brood of six to a dozen 
birds 

lu the North Dakota legislature last 
winter the sportsmen tried to get a bill 
through to prohibit water-fow] shooting 
in the epring. The sportsmen were nearly 
unanimous for it, but the farmer members 
turmae’d it down, as they look with sus- 
pition on #1 ch measures as a move in the 
intercs of their enemy, the city sports- 
mat. 

Game Warden Simpkins reports that 
only bad breeding weather will preyent a 
tremendous increase in the number of prai- 
rie chickens in all parts of the West. The 
strict enforcement in Nebraska of the pro- 
hibition against the shipment of game out 
of the state has almost completely elim- 
inated the pot or market hunter. The cur- 
taillment of the open season from jhree 
months to two has aided in the accom 
plishment of this desired end. 

The same report comes from the Dakotas. 
In a recent interview with C. A. Hale, game 
warden of North Dakota, he suid: 

“The great increase in this section Is 
due to increase in the acreage of flax more 
than any other thing. A field of this plant 
is to the chickens what the cities of refuge 
were to the criminal in the old Israelitish 


days. 

i “lt growe with st®ms “chen and some 
fiatance apart for several inches above 
‘the ground, then it branches out and forms 
a thick, matted, impenetrable carpet, be- 
‘neath which the bird can scurry away 
rapidiy in any direction, while the dogs 
are vainly trying to pick up the lost scent 
on the surface. When a covey of chickens 
once tek shelter in a field of fax the hunt- 
er may about as well give up, and if he 

is wise he does so. 
‘“Fiax has been grown more liberally in 
the central counties of late years than ever 
fore, and the chickens have quickly found 
t that in it there is safety. Moreover. 
fax is a plant that can be left uncut 
‘through all sorte of weather with but little 
and for this reason, ing the 
Tush of fall work, when men were acarce 
Wi the weather uncertain, other grains 
ave been harvested and the flax left 
Forntan Z on many thousands of acres to 

fiah shelter for the young birds. 

“In thie way every township has had its 
wanctuaries for young chickens, where they 
"were almost absolutely safe from molesta- 
Rion unt! winter, or at least until they had 
old enough to be wise. is has 
going on for several years. ; 
“Last fall a great deal of flax was left 
neut for weeks, and the chickens sheltered 
emeelves accordingly. The consequence 
that more birds started into winter last 
weer than ever and the winter has been a 
one. For these reasons the hunters 
grat sport:ahead of them.”

A general strike of the conductors, brake- 
men, yardmen and baggagemen of the Mo- 


morning by W. G. Lee, first grand 
he ‘r of the Broétherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, and G. H. Wilkins, grand senior 
conductor of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors. 
The order was telegraphed all along the 
line to Mobile, and reports received by 
Messrs. Lee and Wilkins state that the 
men promptly walked out in response to 
the telegraphic directions. 
Railroad men say that the gervice of the 
road will be seriously impaired, if not 
entirely blocked, by the strike. 


General Manager C. 8. Clarke of the 
Mobile & Ohio says the company expects to 
run its trains, though he asks the indul- 
gemece of the public for possible interrup- 
tions in the schedule. 

Mr. Clarke says the company was taken 
by surprise when the strike was declared. 

The calling of the strike resulted from 
the failure of the employes’ representatives 
and the management of the road to agree 
upon a satisfactory scale of wages. 

In a statement issued by Messrs. Lee and 
Wilkins it is explained that the ori 
demand for an increase was made by the 
men several months ago. They asked for 
16 per cent increase in salaries of the freight 
employes and 12 per cent for the passenger 
employes. 

Men’s Decision 


Is Unanimous. 
April 23, the statement says, an offer 
was made by the employes to the general 


manager at Mobile to accept 10 per cent 
for the erenen and 7 per cent for the pas- 
senger employes. 

The statement says that he replied with 
a pont ame amounting to about 7% per 
cent increase for the freight and abou 
for the passenger men. The stat 
saves the general manager failed to regulate 
the running of ‘“‘double headers’’ to the 
satisfaction of the committee. 

The statement declares that 
voted almost unanimously to 
service of the road unless the se Pee 
of April 23 was agreed to, that the 
order issued yesterday was based on their 
votes.

struction on the vast arid plains of the West. 

This is easi'y proved by figures. A telescope of 1000 diameters is the 
largest that can be used with good results, though occasionally the Lick Ob- 
servatory uses for special purposes one of 2000 diameters. Nars at its 
nearest 5,000,009 miles from the earth. A telescope of 1000 diameters 
brings the two planets within 35,000 miles of each other. 

The canals on Mars’ surfaee are at the least 60 miles wide. 
Now, if we build a canal here in the western desert, tapping some great lake 
which can readily be seen from Mars, and from this long canal there rad ate 
many little cana!s for irrigation, bordering along this giant waterway, there 
will be a long strip of bright green, 100 miles wide. Set in the gray of the 
desert, this could be easily seen. Then the flashing of the water in the sun- 
shine would make it even more visible. 

Very likely, too, should the Martians notice this sudden and remarkable 
change on the earth’s surface, particularly if the aspect assumed, even 
roughly, some geometrical shape, they would naturally suppose we were sig-

HE irrigation measure passed in the last Congress ‘was probably the 
most important bi!l relating to domestic development that hag been 
passed during the last half century. It involves the future of ° over 

one-third of our country, known as the “arid region,” and covers in its Op- 
eration 13 states and three territories. Under its provisions the moneys re- 
ceived from the sale of public lands are placed in a special fund in the treas- 
ury called the “Reclamation Fund.” This fund is forever devoted to the con- 
struction of irrigation works. The fund now amounts to over $10,000,000 
and is increasing rapidly. It will be replenished also by the sale of water 
rights under the new projects, the purpose of the act being to make each 
project self-compensatory, so that the moneys will be used over and over 
again for construction. Within the next 30 years it is probable that at least 
$150.000,000 will be expended in this way without drawing upon the moneys 
in the treasury received from taxation.

of upper Missouri. But whatever the political effect may be, it is not to be gainsaid 


that the upper portion of Missouri is enjoying a phenomenal land boom. 
Missouri was settled largely by the “prairie schooner” emigrant, who came into 


the state in a covered wagon, with a tar bucket hanging down below the tailgate and 


a dog walking along under the, wagon. 


This new wave of immigration is vastly dif- 


ferent. The lowa farmers have sold land in that state at $100 an acre and are buying 


the same quality of land in Missouri at half the price. They are, therefore, well-to-do

MACON, Mo., May &. 
OW many millions of wealth has the 
H influx of Iowa and Illinois people 
‘to Missouri added to the state's 
wealth? a local real estate agent was 
asked today. j 

“The question can only be approximately 
answered,” he replied. “The recent bank 
Statements of the county show an agerre- 
gate of $1,500,000 deposits. There was less 
than $1,000,000 last year at that time. I am 
told deposits have increased heavily since 
the statements were made, because they 
were made before the first of March, 
since that time most of the deals made last 
Summer and fall were squared by the pass- 
age of the money. An approximate esti- 
mate of $500,000 added wealth to Macon 
County will give you a basis to figure on. 
That's as near as I can answer your tre- 
* mendously big question." 

The largest week's business at the record- 
er’s office was the six days follow- 
ing the first of March, when the real es- 
tate transfers footed up $300,000. Nearly 
every deed was to an Iowa or Lllinois man 
who had moved here with his family. 

Over in Round Grove Township, Macon 
County, the land began changing owners in 
' the spring of 192. Dr. Lon Thompson of 
that township said today, that his was the 
only farm in that township that had not 
been sold. Some tracts of land began sell- 
ing in the early part of the year at $37.90 
per acre, and. after passing from buyer to 
buyer with ever increasing price had at 
last found their way into the hands of those 
who were not speculators, but permanent 
residents, at $60 per acre. The instance has 
been duplicated in nearly every northern 
Missouri county during the era-marking 
year of 1902. 

Just what all this means te Missouri, 
now that the new citizens are arriving and 
settling down, can be pretty accurately 
foretold. These sturdy Iowa and Illinois 
farmers are industrious and  sagacious. 
That is demonstrated by their letting go 
of $100 land to purchase that of equal qual- 
ity for from $35 to $3”. They bring to 
Missouri tried methods of agriculture and 
the means to put them into practice. While 
the rush for lands in Missouri has been 
nearly as atrenuous as that of homestead- 
ere in a newly opened territory, the class 
of people is entirely different. 

The real estate agent claims the credit 
of the Missouri land boom, but the glory is 
not his entirely. It is true that when he 
Saw it coming he got ready to handle it, 
and worked like a Trojan to keep it mov- 
ing. But it would have come any way,

State looking around if he wanted to and 
needn't spend a cent. Of course, it took 
money to handle him, but he was event- 
ually satisfied, and the agent landing him 
got his expenses back. 

Over in Shelby County there has been 
more land sold than in Macon. For general 
productiveness the soil of Shelby County 
is unexcelled. The sagacious buyers from 
the neighbor states were not long in finding 
that out. During the month whole freight 
train loads of household goods and farm 
machinery have come into the county. In 
one train there were 23 cars. Many of the 
new citizens, who have been neighbors in 
lowa, have bought adjacent farms in Mis- 
souril so that by moving their neighborly 
relations will not be disturbed. Th's col- 
onization plan has been more noticeably 
adopted in Shelby County, the parties set- 
tling near Clarence, Others have come in 
order to demonstrate by a sehson’s actual 
experience what one can do in Missouri, 
and if the result is favorable, their former 
neighbors in Iowa prom'se to come next 
year. But in nearly very instance the 
purchaser has satisfied himself as to the 
value of his property before he purchased. 
Truth is, many of these Iowa people know 
more today of the real value of Missouri 
sol] than the men they purchased from. 

More attention will be given to the breed- 
ing of fine stock in Missouri this season 
than has ever been to that feature before. 
All the horses brought in have been un- 
usually large and fine draft animals, and 
they seem to be in the pink of condition. 
The cattle are fat and sleek, and have a 
well-kept appearance. 

The question naturally suggests itself as 
to where the Missourians go when they 
sell out? A real estate agent answered the 
question this way: 

“Well, some of them don't go anywhere, 
but wait around for a chance to buy back 
some Missour: land. Others go into the 
towns and enter into business. A number 
have gone to Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tories. A few reserved some of their held- 
ings and will farm in a small way. And 
some are sorry they sold and would like 
to trade back.’’ 

An Iowa paper, the Orceola Sentinel, in 
a recent article referring to the departure 
of 2 carloads of emigrants’ goods from 
Clarke County, lowa, to Clarence, Mo., 
sald a special coach containing the movers 
Was attached to the train, and that to 
offset this extensive evacuaion of the county 
“only one new citizen has arrived, namely, 
Albert Thomas of Tuscola, Il.” 

The real estate agents, when asked what 
brings the armies of industry from Iowa 
and Illinois to Miresouri, will modestly ad- 
mit that they have been “standing up for 
Missouri,’ entirely unrecognized and unre- 
warded all these years, and their work is 
just beginning to bear fruit.

CTIVITY in real estate in this county 
A is unprecedented.

Heretofore 
there was a great deal of gearing altached 
to the use of the ordinary ship anchor, and 
a great deal of time was consumed hy the 
ship's crew in weighing at making anchor. 
The tremendous stock of the anchor was 
always in the way, being-a clumsy thing 
to handle. 

One great advantage of the newer anchor 
is that it is without a stock, making it less 
formidable to the sailor and taking up 
less room on deck. But that is not the 
chief virtue. by any means. 

The old-fashioned anchor will not al- 
ways stay put after being dropped over- 
bourd. The stockless anchor, after reach- 
ing a landing place, ploughs Itse’f into the

the conditions and incidents attending the Presidential campaign of 1884—how iain 
Republicanism was intrenched—how brilliantly it was led—how arrogant it was—and how 
confidently it encouraged and aided a contingent of deserters from the Democratic ranks. 
And I recall not less vividly how brilliantly and sturdily The World then fought for 
Democracy; and in this the first of its great party fights under present proprietorship, iit 
was here, there and everywhere in the field, showering deadly blows upon the enemy. [It 
was steadfast in zeal and untiring in effort until the battle was won; and it was won 
against such odds and by so slight a margin as to reasonably lead to the belief that no con. 
tributing aid could have been safely spared. At any rate the contest was so close it may 
be said without reservation that if it had lacked the forceful and potent advocacy of Demo- 
cratic principles at that time by the New York World the result might have been reversed. 

In the Presidential canvass of 18921 was again a witness of The World’s Demo- 
cratic zeal and its efficient party work. In that struggle it left nothing undone that any 
newspaper could do to aid the cause ; and it certainly accomplished much. ae 

I have spoken specifically of. the two campaigns with which I was personaily most 
familiar, and in which I had the opportunity to share campaign activities—though I do not 
intend to speak of them as excepticna! instances of The World’s Democratic propensities 


BELIEVE that as a general rule the influence of newspapers in leading 

the judgments and determining the conduct of their readers has greatly 
diminished in recent years. Whether this is for good or ill depends, 
of course, upon the prevailing or average character of our newspapers, 
and the predominating quality of the influence they might be capable 
of exerting. 

Besides this decadence of press influence, it seems to me there has been an especial 
and distinct loss in the number and usefulness of strong, consistent and belligerent news- 
papers, conducted in furtherance of the sound and unadulterated doctrines of the Demo- 
cratic party. This loss may have occurred to a greater degree in some sections of the 
country thanin others; but it certainly is more appreciable in our large cities than elsewhere. 

The New York World is just closing twenty years of work under its present ownership 
and management. I have quite often differed with it very broadly—both as to things 
advocated and its methods of advocacy. It has condemned, and still deprecates, some of my 
public and official acts which to the day of my death I shall recall with the greatest satis- 
traction; and though it has quite recently dealt with me in such a kind and partial manner as to 
challenge my grateful appreciation, even in this I must insist that, to some extent at least, it 
has been led away from a correct estimate of actual conditions. 

I would, however, be ashamed if any differences between us made it difficult for me 
to cheerfully testify to the notable service which this great. newspaper has rendered within 
the last twenty years to the cause of Democracy. Concerning this I can speak largely from 
personal knowledge and observation. I never can lose the vividness of my recollection of

HE story of Grover Cleve- 
land’s first nomination 
and first campaign for 
the Presidency is one 
that belongs in the anni- 
versary edition of The 
World, for its share in 
those events was The 
World's first great battle 
under its present manage- 
ment.

His brief record as Mayor of Buffalo and that of a 
litthe more than a year as Gevernor of this State 
appealed to the country.

He was so little known personally tothe 
politicians even that Dantel Manning, then Demo- 
cratic leader, had never seen him until the day be- 
fore he was nominated for Governor.

sary of Joseph Pullit- 
ger’s editurship and 
ownership of The World 
newspaper. What is here 
set down is to be printed 
in that paper on May 10, 
1903. While it will be a 
coneideration of Mr, Pu- 
litzer and hi; paper, and 
while it will appear in the 
columns of the latter, it 
@ill not be inspired or revieed by him or his associates. 
They are willing to take their chances on my views 
and estimates of the joint subject. 1 will naturally be 
affected by the courtesies for which the occasion 
calls, but I hope not to be carried by compliment 
beyond truth or by friendship into favoritism or into 
flattery. In any strictures that may ensue my own 
viéWs, my own experience and the limitations of both 
thay be apparent. Dust the expression will be honest, 
even if erroneous; sincere, even if defective, and 
ind@Pendent alike of a mere desire to please and of a 
temptation to dissent for the sake of dissent.

It warred on 
William M. Tweed's criminal alteration of the city 
oharter from behind which he practised highway rob- 
bery to the tune of millions in the name of law. lit 
made now and then a stand for better municipal re- 
suits by informal fusion of parties. But it never 
caught the art of commanding a living by the appro- 
bation and confidence of the masses, for the tendency 
of its management inclined to the satisfaction of cap- 
italists with its steadiness, and to the applause of the 
carping, the cynical, the sciolistic and the pessimistic 
by its selection and treatment of topics. Its mis- 
taken sense of humor comprised the discussion of 
serious matters from a comedy side and the discus- 
sion of trivial matters from a serious side. That in- 
version was agreeable to men without convictions, who 
began life every morning, and both alluring and easy 
to the aping and sycophantic understudies of such 
_trifiing criminals or such criminal triflers. Mr. Mar- 
ble was not represented by them. They simply ex- 
ploited their useless abilities and their demoralizing 
speciaities at his expense in his paper. When I left 
The World in 1870 I was one of its correspondents at 
Washington. I was convinced that newspaper work of

When Mr. Pulitzer took the paper in nand the frat 
effect was what the scientists or psychologists call 
one of shock. He did not try to make men remember 
the old World. He sougat to make them forget it. 
If he would remind them of it at all, he would do so 
DY making them realize that the new World was ‘‘so 
aifferent."" Contrast in that way can quicken recol- 
lection by appalling it. He did not devote himself to 
an apparent “vindication” of the prior policy of the 
paper as a screen behind which to head it in a new 
direction. He frankly admitted, even if he did not 
exageerate, its deficiencies, its fll condition and its 
uneatisfactory outlook. He did not disguise the limi- 
tation of its circulation to a favored and not always 
fragrant few, and he boldly announced his purpose to 
make the least popular the most popular of the New 
York dailies, the least respected the most respected 
or the most feared, and the most conventional the 


‘ most unconventional—for the time being—if he could. 


Of Gourse, this programme was startling. Of course, 
it excited the open hostility of the timid and the 
imitative in journalism everywhere. No man makes 
omelets without breaking eggs.

World chiefly—then espoused the cause of consolida- 
tion, finally carried it to success. The World was 
never morc brilliant, more tenacious or more versatile 
in.the arousal of its immediate Manhattan pwrblic than 
it was in this attempt.

As a coeffi- 
cient for rigtteousness at that time it was unsur- 
passed. The need of the railroad was apparent. That 
need became the opportunity of venal officials. Their 
venality itself became the opportunity of corrupt and 
corrupting contractors and financiers. The trail or 
traces of evil could not be readily seen or easily 
found. They were discovered. Investigation wrought 
demonstration. Proof provoked trial. Trial resulted 
in conviction in the court of conscience, in the forum 
of opinion and in the tribunals of justice. No up- 
heaval comparable to this had occurred since the ex- 
plosion umderneath Tweediam, in 1870-71. The World 
was peculiarly fitted for that work. It could not Be 
seared, or bought, or diverted, or chilled. 

Tt was not so hard as without these achievements it 
would have been to force after that the passage of the 
Weekly Payments bill; measurably to reform the ad- 
ministration of divorce law by driving out a consecu- 
tive bighmist from a high county office; to exhibit to 
the country the interior rottenness of a Republican- 
ism in which Pennsylvania has ever since contentedly 
weltered; to help create a sentiment which now has 
flowered into the result of recreation piers; to lead in 
the tireless and terrible pursuit of Oberlin Carter, the 
disgrace of the Engineer C . who, with sundry of 
his complottere, was compelled to disgorge nearly $2.- 
000,000 belonging to the public treasury; or to originate 
or to co-operate with many other causes of public 
service.’ | These can be indicated and let speak for 
themselves. en @Toupe.

One might remark the agenoy of The World for @ 
treaty of arbitration between Venezuela aind Great 
Britain; for giving to the people an opportunity to 
subecribe for Government bonds in 189 and again in 
1898; for helping to demolish the wrongful Ramapo 
contract; for defeating the designs of a confederacy 
of gas men on land in Astoria; for fighting the turn- 
ing over of Amsterdam avenue to surface roads, and 
for many other objects. But this sketch is neither the 
rewriting of history nor the blowing of a horn. Such 
matters as have been referred to have been referred 
to at all merely to show the effect. of genius on oppor- 
tunity and of both on journatism., The effect has not 
been lost or the journalism of talent any more than it 
has been lost on the journaliem of genius. All jour- 
nalism—even the dullest—has been sympathetically 
affected by the quickening and vitalizing influence 
which The World originated in the selection, the 
treatment and, I may say, the creation of news. in 
Mastern journalism. By creation is not meant manu- 
facture or falcification, met literally the creation of 
news. The invention of projfe®ts by simulation of 
sentiment in their favor and tite carrying of them out 
by legislation may be said to comprise a new jour- 
nalism. There are old-fashioned fellows like mowelf 
who question the legitimacy of this. But mankind 
will not wait for us, the young men will push us from 
our places if we stand in their way, and we must *e 
as alert and as alive as they are or fall back into the 


eategory of carpers and into the innocuous desuetutle 


of inert and complaining fawuit-finding. This new 
form of journalism has come as a fact. The World 
brought it here. It is a fact to recognize. It has be- 
come a fact more to restrain and to reguiate than to 
enoourage or revel in, for it emcourages itself witlr- 
out aid and it stands in grenter need of moderattoa 
than of aggravation. 

It ie not without its bad afde. It is not without fits 
bad effects. Those effects algnost impartially tell upon 
its purveyors end their corsstituents. The excess of 
the new journalism is detomation. The merit of it is 
in the increase of interest. of vigilance and of inde- 

amom men. A wvice of it is intrusion on 
rightfully shielded privacy. That is seen in the pre- 
mium too often pul upon pmehfulness 
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in the loss of the sense of propriety and perspective; 
in the mistake that men of notoriety are. men of im- 
portance; in the wanton sowing of sorrow among the 
relatives and friends of the unfortunate or the errant, 
by mixing up the kin of offenders with offenders 
themselves in itfextricable medley; by the exploitation 
of the crime side instead of the altruistic side of 
news and of men and in many other ways. 

Awhile ago The World was a worse offender in these 
regards than it is -now, and of late years and months 
it has steadily become a less offender. It is within 
my knowedge that when it did the things which it 
should not have done.and omitted the things which it 
should have done, there was still health in it, but 
there was not health in Joseph Pulitzer to the degree 
that the and his friends could well have desired. Ina 
prolonged season almost of prostration,. in a period of 
necessitated absence from his post and of enforced 
reduction of his responsibilities and solicitudes, some 
of his men became intellectually intoxicated, as it 
were, with the new devices and fetishes, and carried 
them out to an extent for which rivalry accounted, 
but which rivalry did not justify, and which the ex- 
periment of rivalry did not encourage. It was found 
that there were undesirable directions, that there were 
unsavory methods, that there were overmpushful, over- 
boastful and under-scrupulous tactics and practices in 
which The World or any other paper could better 
afford to be beaten than to excel. The practitioners of 
these mistakes, on The World re excusable, for 
their purpose was one of loyalty, and the paper was 
always characterized in its more serious departments 
by something vastly superior to its excesses in other 
divisions of its field. When Joseph Pulitzer regained 
comparative fulness of health, when he returned 
to the direct suggestion or. supervision of his 
trust, a change followed. Persistent incorrigibies 
were willingly released to the service of Others more 
in their likeness. The offensiveness Of personalities 
was reduced. An order of real importance began to 
be observed in the estimate of men and of news. 
Standards which could pass the judgment seat of 
conscience and the test of propriety were substituted 
for those which could not. There was a measure of re- 
duction of what I may call the egotism of The World,

haps, an impossible quality to suppress for reasons of 
temperament and of a strain of genius, of character 
and of mind that have lasted too long and achieved

Speaking by and large, 
with candor and without compliment with intended 
accurary and not with-intended effusion—for Joseph 
Pulitzer is a large enough man to Ime truth more than 
treacle—one may say that the editorial page of The 
New York World has been the mirror of the mind of 
its owner and editor. It can be stated with know!- 
edge that that page:is more his solicitude than any 
other in his paper. It is the translation of his con- 
science and of his judgment into comment. The 
question is not what sort of a page is it typographical- 
ly or artistically or topically? The question is, What 
sort of a page is it intellectually and morally? That 
and here is the rub. +5: 


And of this question the consideration ought to be 
not what is his editorial page on any particular day, 
but what is the trend of it? What is the purpose of 
it? What is the inspiration of it and to what’ does it 
appeal in those to whom it is addressed? Thus com- 
prehensively regarded the page is for the weak 
against the strong. The weak are not always in the 
right, but the Pulitzer mind fs saturated with the 
conviction that the balance of the mind of the weak 
makes more in favor of rightfulness than that of the 
mind of the strong. The effort of the weak is upward 
even if it be only toward strength. The disposition of 
the strong is more toward power than principle and 
thore for increase of power than for the uplift of the 
downmost man. A false tone on this rings false. It 
is felt to be demagogy. A true tone on it rings true 
and is felt to be sincerity, even though it may be 
fanaticism. The fanatics of the world save done to 
it mere good than its demagogues. They are likely 
to be the dreamers. They are nearly certain to be- 
lieve to-day what many more will believe to-morrow. 
Mr Fulitzer’s ideality has been saved from fanati- 
cism vy his practicality. He has never been truthfully 
accused of demagogy, for he has maintained at the 
top of prosperity the ideals of comment which he 
fostered at the bottom of adversity. In no invirile 
sense ne is a sentimentalist. His note now and then 
is strident or strenuous, even over-strenuous. But 
there is nothing sordid in it. There ts nothing timid 
or tentative in it, and there is nothing of despair or of 
fear in it. To him the justification of law ig in its 
justice, not in its antiquity. To him the fruit of in- 
stitutions should be service, not profit. When he rises 
from the temptations created by competition to the 
piane of philosophy he reaches the permanent, the 
uniform and the universal ethics by which adminietra-

The contributions Mr. Pulitzer has inspired in The 
World may be distinguished, in pessing, from those 
which are by internal evidence or by signature mani- 
festly his own direct composition.

The necessity of decency to be dull i* no 
longer believed. The synonymy of obscurity with pro- 
fundity is no longer conceived. The compatibility of 
tiveliness with dignity is better realized because of 
him than it was before. The monopoly of politics in 
disoussion has of late years been aboi'sied and place 
has been given to sociology, to benevolence, to ath- 
letics, to education, to essential religion, not only on 
the editorial page but in all departments of a great 
newspaper. The bench, the bar, the Church, the unt- 
versity, the world of finance, the world of fashion, 
statesmen, Presidents, philosophers, poets, philan- 
thropists, the lubricators of the social organiem known 
as humorists, have all been made contributors to jour- 
nalism. Not every one of these gains is due to The 
World under Mr. Pulitzer’s management. There were 
great men before Agamemnon, and theré were ideal- 
ists before Joseph Pulitzer.

WPNTY years ago to-day—on May 10, 1883— 
The World came under the exclusive con- 
trol and management of Joseph Pulitzer. 
The announcement of the new proprietor 
was made in the words republished to-day on the 
Grst page of this section: 


Following Its Convictions. 


On the same day The World—whigh for seventy 
years had been a partisan organ—announced its 
politics in the following words: 


“Its rock of faith must be true Democracy. 
Not the Democracy of a political machine. Not 
the Democracy which seeks to win the spoils of 
office from a political rival. But the Democracy 
which guards with jealous care the rights of all 
alike and perpetuates the free institutions it 
finds established. * * * True Democracy, 
based on equal rights, recognizes the millionaire 
and railroad magnate as just as good as any 
other man and as fully entitled to protection for 
his property under the law. But true Democ- 

will not sanction the swallowing up 
of liberty by property any more than the 
swallowing up of property by commuuism, ' 

At the end of two decaces it is pertinent and inter- 
esting to inquire how these pledges have been kept— 
how the high purpose then proclaimed and the new 
principle of journalism thus laid down have been 
followed. 

From the firet day of ite existence under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Pulitzer The World showed its independ- 
ence of party domination. With a foresight that 
penetrated through twenty years of economic strife, 
it declared tariff reform, equal taxation and opposition 
to monopolies to be the issues of the hour. It com- 
mitted itself to the policies described in these ten lines:

Looking vack through the twenty years which this 
anniversary celebrates. it is not difficult to trace the 
direct inflvence which this one newspaper has exerted 
on the character and mission of the American press. 
It has made of the newepaper not a mere merchant of 
news, but en invincible public inetitution. It has 
demonstrated the fact that, as its proprietor said, 
“Publicity is the greatest moral force and factor in 
ovr public life,” and has shown by its deeds that 
there is a vast field untouwshed by other human in- 
strumentalities, in which independent journalism may 
properly act as a direct agent rather than as an in’. 
witness. , 

All this The World has done in twenty ~-ars, al- 
though for sixteen of these years its pr -rietor and 
directcr has been an invalid, almost totally blind. 
And i is not too much to say that The Works suc- 
cessful exarnple has wrought a revolution in the 
Americam press; made it more independent, more 
alert, more human 2nd more neipful. 

Other newspapers have important achievements set 
down to their credit, but, as a rule, they were mere 
incidents, unrelated to the daily work of journalism. 
The Worli’s Seeds are the result of a deliberate anc 
contineous policy of direct public service. The serious 
and gometimes decisive part it has played im national 
and international affairs must therefore be regarded 
as testimony for or against The World's theory that 
the true test of a newspaper's value is the amount of 
‘Bervice it has rendered tothe people as an actual 


 glblic agency. 


Wh it is known that the public has paid about 
$67 into The World's treasury in twenty 
years, and that more than 3,128,000,000 copies of the 
paper thave been sold in that time, and that it has 
grown from a circulation of less than 20,000 a day to 
five million coptes a week, it ie worth the while 
to examine the records of an institution so greatly 
honored and supported py the most practical and pro- 
gressive people in the world.

Early Days of The World. 


The beginning of what was destined to be the fore- 
most newspaper of America was during the war of 
1812, when the National Advocate appeared in New 
York under the editorship of Henry Wheaton, the emi- 
nent writer on international law. The paper distin- 
guished itectf by the support it gave to President 
Monroe. especially when he wrote his famous detini- 
tion of the fundamentals of American foreign policy 
and defied the Holy Alliance. In 18% the National 
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Advocate was changed into the Enquirer, its editor 
being Major M. M. Noah. In 1829 it was merged with 
the Morning Courier as the Courier and Enquirer. Its 
editors were James Watson Webb, Major Noah, James 
Gordon Bennett, James Lawson, Prosper M. Wetmore 
and James Gordon Brooks. -Mr. Bennett, afterward 
the founder of the New York Herald, had already 
made a strong reputation as the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Pnquirer. 

These,were the days of blanket-sheet journalism, 
when the Courier and Enquirer and its chief rival, 
the Journal of Commerce, strove for the patronage 
of the commercial classes, and the proudest boast of 
each was the size of its sheets. On March 1, 1853, the 
Journal of Commerce was issued on sheets, measuring 
16 1-3 square feet, and announced itself sto he the 
largest newspaper in the world 

On July 1, 1861, the Courfer and Enquirer was merged 
with The World under the cumbrous title, World and 
Courier and Enquirer. A year before The World had 
been established as a one-cent religious daily. it was 
backed by rich men. It refused to print police mews, 
theatrical notes or scandals. Even theatrical adver- 
tisements were declined. The public refused to sup- 
port this evangelical idea in daily journalism, and 
hence the consolidation of the two papers. Presently 


the long name was dropped, and its title was The, 


World.

From Less Than 10,000 to More Than 
500,000 Circulation a Day in the 
City Alone, Excluding Country. 


When The World passed out of the hands of the 
men who wrecked it and appeared under the pro- 
Prietorship of Mr. Pulitzer the paper was almost 
Without influence. Its circulation had fallen to less 
than 20,000 copies a day, all told: less than 10,000 in 
the city. Its treasury was empty. It had been used 
a8 @ private enterprise with private ends rather than 
as a public institution with public ends. It did not 
trugt the people; the people did not trust it. 

If the present préprievor of The Word had rendered 
no other service to a free press and to the country, his 
action in rescuing The World from the control of Jay 
Gould would entitle him to lasting credit. For it was 
not only a disgrace to journalism but a menace to the 
community that a newspaper, ostensitiy the organ otf 
& great’ party, should really represent the seffis 
interests of a Speculator in railroads—a plutocrat in 
politics. . 

It was a striking proof of both the audacity and the

But by this time The World, from less than 
10,000 readers in the city had become the fore mogt 
New York newspaper, with more than 500,000 readers 
in the city alone, excluding country, every day in the 
year, holidays excepted. 

The community had not long to wait to perceive 
that a new force was at work in and through The 
World. Public evils and abuses were attacked with 
boldness and vigor. Humbugs and shams were punc- 
tured witaout fear or favor. The politicians were 
soon astonished by a demand for the retirement of 
Samuel J. Tilden from the leadership of the Demo- 
cratic party, on the ground that “his greatest effort 
is to conceal his ideas,”’ and that bolder leadership 
was required. The new World still further proved its 
courage and indepsndence by attacking the ring rule 
and machine methods of Tammany Wall. It inau- 
curated the movement within the Democratic party 
which resulted in the nomination and election of 
Grover Cleveland to the Presidency. 


Vv. 
An Early Political Prophecy. 

On the day when Mayor Cleveland was nominated 
for Governor, in 1882, Mr. Pulitzer, who was in this 
city, telegraphed to his paper the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch to put at the head of its colums: ‘For 
President in 188, Grover Cleveland, of New York.” 
And early ir that year The World began persistently 
to advocate nis nomination. The objections to all the 
other candidates were so comvincingtly stated that one 


Were it left to me to decide whether we 
should have a government without news- 
papers, Or newspapers without a govern- 
ment, I should not hesitate for a moment to 
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by one they were put out of the fight. There was 
great opposition to Mr. Cleveland on account of some 
of his vetoes as Governor. The Democratic machine 
was for Mr. Flower. The State Convention was 589 
evenly divided that a compromise delegation to the 
National Convention was agreed upon.

New York was carrted by only 1,047 votes, and it 
was said by Mr. Blaine after the election that but for 
the prompt and powerful use made by The World of 
two fatal incidents in the closing days of the cam- 
paign—the “Belshazzar Dinner’ to Jay Gould and 
other millionaires, and the “Rum, Romanism and 
Rebellion” declaration of Rev. Dr. Burchard, both of 
which were instantly cartooned and denounced by 
The World, he would undoubtedly have carried the 
State and been elected. 


Vi. , 
A Dedication. 


The influence and circulation of The World grew so 
swiftly that very soon Mr. Pulitzer was forced to 
biild a new structure to accommodate its editorial, 
business and mechanical departments. When the 
corner-stone of the great building was laid, on Oct. 
10, 1889, in the presence of a vast multitude, including 
many of the foremost men of the nation, Mr. Pulitzer 
@ abled ‘a message from his sick bed in Wiesbaden. 
He was then almosi totally blind, broken in health 
from overwork, and did not expect to recover from 
his illness. The message, which is republished on the 
first page of this section, was read to the assemblage 
and placed in the corner-stone: 

This high aspiration has been The World's moral 
chart ever since. And while «ts proprietor has often 
acknowledged and deplored the mistakes due to mis- 
understanding, to overzeal and to errors of judgmen: 
among those to whom the actual work of producing 
the paper was intrusted, it can with justice and truth 
be said, in the words of its acting editor, William H. 
Merrill, on the opening of the new home of The 
Wecrld, in December, 1890: ‘It has never know!ngly 
supported a bad man, nor consciously defended a bad 
cause. It has attacked evil in high places. It,has be- 
friended the friendless. It has righted some of the 
wrongs of the poor.’’ Never has The World failed to 
throw its influence in favor of good government and 
clean politics, and on the side of the highest pubdlic 
good. The ideals set forth in its greet-ng twenty 
years ago are its ideals to-day, though it has never 
wholly realized them. No party, no politician, no 
plutocrat has been able to control its policy, even 
for a day. A/ Democratic knave, fool or jheresy 
has been as vigorousky opposed by The World as 
a Republican knave, fool or heresy. . More than 
3,128,000,000 copies of the paper issued under Mr. 
Pulitzer’s proprietorship have been w'tness to that 
fact. Hundreds of men have joined. or left The 
World’s service since it entered on its new life in 
1883—editors, managers, critics, correspondents, re- 
porters—but the same mind that conceived and the 
Same moral purpose that inspired its early pledges to 
the public still keep ‘t trye to those principles.

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Mr. Bennett’s Generous Tribute. 


The other leading newspapers of New York a. the 
start either ridiculed or ignored the new departures 
inaugurated by The World; but at the time of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s physicial and nervous preakdown, in 1889, 
‘Mr. James Gordon Bennett, proprietor of the Herald. 
said in his great and famous newspaper: 

“As for us 6f the Herald, we droop our colors to 
him. He has made success upon sticcess against our 
prejudices; has succeeded all abong the line; has 
roused a spirit of enterprise and personality which up 
to this time has not been known.” | 

Aside from its steadfast support of high political 
ideals; aside from its devotion to true Democracy 
and its readiness to fight bossism and mobocracy, 
even at the cost of circulation and income, there are 
many famous achievements which stand out in The 
World's record of public service. 

The World saved the American people from a na- 
tional disgrace by building a pedestal for the Statue 
of Liberty, presented by France; it exposed and 
smashed the Broadway Railway boodie ring; it ex- 
ercised a potent, even a decisive influence in. the 
firsi nomination and election of Grover Cleveland as 
President, and, opposing the «ection of Mr. Bryan

In a little mors than four months The World raised 
$100,000 fram 120,000 contributors. and a noble granite 
pedestal was built in New York harbor, higher by 
four feet than the great statue itself. That splendid 
monument remains at the threshold of the nation, a 
constant reminder of peace and good will between 
France and the United States, and an evidence of one 
of The World's notable public services. In 1886, when 
the statue was unveiled on Liberty Island, in. the 
presence of President Cleveland and his Cabinet, the 
Governors of many States, Senators, Representatives, 
committees from State Legislatures, hundreds of the 
most distinguished of living Americans, Count de 
Lesseps and a large body of notable foreigners—at 
that time, when New York Harbor was the scene of a 
majestic marine ceremonial, with warships thundering 
salutes and cannon smoke drifting through miles ot 
flags, an imposing parade passed under the triumphal! 
arch erected on Park Row fn front of The World of- 
fice—a public tribute to the genius of American jour- 
nalism. 


IX. 
Gladstone’s Memorial World’s Service. 


When in 1887 Mr. Gladstone led in the battle for 
Irish home rule The World raised a fund trom 
nearly eleven thousand contributors and presentéd a 
magnificent memorial of solfd silver to the great 
leader as a sign of sympathy and encouragement. in 
his speech of presentation Mr. Pulitzer ceked Mr. 
Gladstone to accept the gift “as an evidence (that 
there is an irrepressible sympathy between the ND- 
erty-loving masses which is more sincere than that 
of rulers.”’ . 

There was an unconscious note of prophecy in that 
phrase, for the day was to come when The World, by 
an appeal to the masses of England and America, @t 
a moment when their gove nts seemed bent on 
war, turned the scale in favor of peace and thus 
reached the highest plane of usefulness which the 
press has yet touched. , 

It would take a great book barely to indicate 
hundreds of services rendered to the public tn the 
first few years of The World’s effort to enlarge the 
functions of journalism and place it on a higher 
plane; to make it an indispensable element in the civic 
jife of the people, a promoter of peace, order and 
virtue, a terror to crime, a protector of the poor, 
the weak and the friendless, as well as a sturdy 
guardian of the industrial and commercial interests 
of the country. It pelted the arrogance of the shoddy 
artistocracy and exposed a swindling institution which 
invented coats-of-arms for the newly rich in New 
York. It attacked reckless railway managements 
and forced reform. It énaugurated a successful move- 
ment for new parks in tthe metropolis. It opened @ 
magnificent park of its 4wn on the banks of the Hud-.

Pursuit of Public Enemies. 


But this system of detective reporting, which The 
World brougut to such a high degree of perfection, 
found other fields. The prince of professional lobbyists 
at Albany was the notorious Phelps, a cunning, soft- 
footed expert in the comparatively untraceable crime 
of corrupting the Legislature. While this arch briber 
remained unhurt in the capital of New York. laws 
were bought and sold. The World turned its attention 
to Phelps. A woman who had won a national reputa- 
tign in the service of the paper was sent to Albany to 
unmask him. By representing @ereelf to be the wife 
of a man interested In killing a bill then pending be- 
fcre the Legislature, she obtained an interview with 
Phelps. The leader of the Jdobbyists, thrown off his 
guard, explained in detail his methods of bribing 
legislators. The World at onge printed the facts, 
sparing no one. There was a tremendous uproar in 
the Legislature, Phelps was driven out of business 
and the lobby was scattered. 

Another extraordinary demonstration of the useful!- 
ness of journalism as an instrumentality of justice 
was the Tilhe Smith murf@er. Here was a case in 
which the authorities broke down. This young girl 
was outraged and then strangled to death in Hack- 
ettstown, N. J. Her dishonored body was found close 
to a Methodist college in which she had worked as a 
domestic. The wrong man was locked up. The do- 
tectives gave up the search for the real criminal as a 
hopeless task. At that point The World sent experi- 
enced reporters to Hackettstown, with instructions to 
stay there until the.murderer was found. ‘The er- 
dinary enginery of tributive justice thaving failed, 
avenging journalism took up the trail of guilt. In a 
short time The World proved, fact by fact, that Tiille 
Smith's murderer was Titus, the janitor of the col- 
lege. On the proofs presented by the paper the 
strangler was arrested, convicted and sentenced to 
death. Then The World turned from the prisoner to 
his victim and raised a “fund to build a monument 
over the unlettered maid wigo gave up her life rather 
then her honor. The Chief Justice of New Jersey de- 
livered a noble oration when the monument was un-

Lesson to London Papers in News-Getting. 

Ten years ago came an event which gave the paper 
an alm uncnallenged leadership asa news-gatherer, 
During peaceful naval manoeuvres on June 23, 1893, 

. the British battle-ship Victoria was accidentally ram- 
med by the Camperdown and sunk near Vripoli. Ad- 
miral Sir George Tryon and hundreds of British 
sailors were drowned. The bare fact of the great 
tragedy was known in London, but no details could 
be bad. For three days the civilized world called in 
vain for the story. Neither the British Government, 
the Associated Press nor all the combined official 
and journalistic agencies of Europe or America could 
get one word more. On the afternoon of the third 
day The World's correspondent at Tripoli in response 
to a request sent by Mr. Pulitzer’s personal direction 
from London, cabled all the ghastly details of the 
tragedy—a story of thrilling power—and it was from 
The World’s despatches, recabled from New York to 
London, that Queen Victoria and her Ministers and 
the English people first learnedshow Admiral Tryor 
and his battle-ship and crew were lost. 

In this same year, 1893, the shadow of poverty fel 
on America. Hundreds of World correspondents 
were set at work investigating the natural resources 
of the nation. The paper was thus able to antici- 
pate the Government reports on the corn and cotton 
rrops by ten days. 

Then the condition of the poor was investigated. 
The World announced that there were at loast 36,000 
idle men in New York City alone. Hungry multitudes 
roamed the streets. The World promptly organized 
a bread fund. At times it gave more than 11,000 
loaves a day. Before the seasor. of distress was over 
nearly a million and a half loaves were distributed. 


XII. 


News-Beat from China That Startled All 
Christendom. 


When the war between Japan and China was about 
to break out The World was the only American news- 
paper which had the foresight and enterprise to sengl 
a member of its*etaff to Asia. He was the only 
American correspondent in the field during that bloody 
and picturesque pagan struggle which fave Japan 
her present position among the world powers. The 
World not only printed the first Story of the naval 
battle in the Yellow Sea between the Japanese and 
Ohinese fleets, but actually gave the tactical details. 
Its despatches also brought the first story of the ereat 
battle of Ping Yang, in which the Chinese army in 
Corea was crushed. Then came the now famous de-, 
spatch describing the battle and massacre of Port 
Arthur, a news “beat” which thrilled and horrified 
the civilized world. Even’ in this great service The 
World proved the integrity and independence of its 
crganization, for ite war correspondent, ten thousand 
miles away, could neither be dribed nor frightened by 
Japan into suppressing the story of the four days 
butchery of unarmed Chinamen at Port Arthur. And 
when Japan offered to pay The World's cable bills 
and give it a practical mgnopoly of war news on con- 
dition that the ten-thous&nd-word despatch describing 
the massacre be “softened,” The World correspondent 
declined to even submit such an offer to the editor, 
knowing wéll what the answer would be. 

That was fot the only case in which The World 
established its primacy as a news gatherer, even in 
distant Asia. During the massacres of Onristian mis- 
sionaries in China in 1895 The World alone was able 
to keep the people of America and Europe informed. 
Its special cablegrams from China got through when

This idea was illustrated in 2 never-to-be-forgotten 
manner when Dawid B. Hill, taen a Senator of the 
United States, attempted to prevent the renomination 
of Mr. Cleveland for President in 1892 by calling the 
New York State Democratic Convention in February 
—many months before the usual date. It was a 
political trick. To head off the strong Cleveland 
movement and secure the delegates for himself—for 
he was Mr. Cleveland's chief rival in the Democratic 
party—he conceived the plan of a snap-judgment 
convention. The World instantly recognized the pur- 
pose of the scheme and addressed a stirring editorial 
warning to Mr. Hill, headed by the one word 
“Don't!” This was followed by a series of editorials 
denouncing the midwinter “‘snap convention’ as a 
blunder if not a crime. The cry was taken up by the 
press all over the country, and The World’s ‘‘Don't!’’ 
proved the death kne!l of Senator Hill's boom. He 
persisted in his course and secured the New York 
delegates sto the National Convention, but it was a 
barren triumph. Over the heads and the protests of 
the Hill delegation and the chiefs of Tammany Hall 
the convention nominated Mr. Cleveland,

From the fateful day when the 
first news of the sinking of the battle-ship Maine in 
Havana Harbor was received. by The World—the 
closed cable office in Cuba being opened at night to 
send that message—to the very end of the war with 
Spain, the correspondents of The World and its de- 
spatch-boats were always at the front both on sea 
and land. ‘ 

But tihe greatest news feat in the history of Ameri- 
can journalism was accomplished when The World’s 
correspondent with Admiral Dewey’s fleet, Mr. E. W. 
Harden, cabled the first news of the naval victory of 
Manila Bay. Even President McKinley got his first 
word of the destruction of the entire Spanish flect 
from The World. Admiral Dewey acknowledged tie 
extraordinary character of this achievement in«a 
cable message sent fom his flagship: “I congratulate 
The Work on its enterprise in getting the first story. 
as cabled by Mr. Harden, beforé @ven my official re- 
port reached Washington. I am still wondering how 
it got ‘through, as I was under the impression that I 
had control of the wires.” 

In addition to the despatches sent by its ¢éfps or 
correspondents on sea and land, the paper managed to 
get the generais and admirals who fought the war to 
write the news and expiain it.

Croker is to-day an exile, beaten, discredited, living 
in the luxury of a mysterious wealth, but without 
honor or power. 

The World fought Croker from his rise to the height 
of his power, to his downfall and overthrow. Thrice 
he retired to temporary exile, but The World fol- 
lowed nim to Mngland and turned the searchlight on 
him there. It showed how the man who only a short 
time before had been penniless and who never had a 
trade or profession was living like a prince on his 
own moated estate and enjoying a racing stable that 
a king might envy. Every time he went away, pre- 
tending permanent retirement, The World uncovered 
the secret connection between Wantage and Tam- 
many Hall.

Trapping the Broadway 
IRST of the new World's really great battles to 
FE punish public enemies was the running down 
of the ring that stole Broadway for ‘‘Jake"’ 
Sharp. 

Bought like 80 many sheep, at so much per head, 
twenty-two Aldermen had bargained off the city’s 
main thoroughfare. They defiantly met at a hurried 
meeting on Aug. 30, 1884, and rushed through this 
grant, condemned by everybody and once vetoed by 
Mayor Edson 

That this betrayal had been bought every one be- 
lieved, but no one could prove. From that morning 
Tine World called for the punishment of the criminals. 
So well had they covered their tracks, and s0 en- 
trenched was the powerful, respectable Sharp behind 
great lawyers, that it seemed a vain cry. 

The fight then begun went on ceaselessly for two 
years, Sharp all the while defiant, the suspected Alde-- 
men brazenly insolent. “It’s all humbug,” Sharp 
said.

The next day Mayor Edson said: “I am giad to see 
that The World has focussed the great scandail.’’ Af- 
ter that investigation was inevitable, inescapable. 
The World editorial demand of Dec. 11, 188, “Let 
There Be Léght,"’ was finally heeded and the reluctant 
Senate committee set to work. 

From that the unfolding of the whole story began 
The climax came when on March 18, 1886, Alderman 
Henry W. Jaehne confessed. Panic among the mis- 
ereants ensued. Some fied, others were captured, 
twenty in all were indicted. Sharp himeelf and three 
of his officers were indicted. Jaehne was given nine 
years and seven months in Sing Sing, McQuade was 
also sentenced, as was Alderman O'Neill . Sharp, the 
brainy promoter who had defied the public, was also 
brought down, and was sentenced to four years. He 
died while out on bail awaiting a new trial. 


Sergeant Crowley’s Case. 
HE conviction of Sergt. Crowley stands for the 
protection of the purity of the working girl.

It made every villain, 
in Or out of uniform, feel that the defenseléss were 
no longer without a defender in New York.’’ 


Fight for Rapid Transit. 


H® long campaign. to end triumphantly in a few 
weeks in the completion of the great tunnel 
railway has been waged in the columns of The 

World for twenty years. 

It fough every makeshift proposed. It re*:~téd a 
compromise by merely extending the ‘*L’’ lines. It 164 
the fight for the defeat of the bill that would have 
placed the work when once completed in the hands 
of Platt and Croker. It sent a great delegation to 
Albany on a specia] train to beat the Bi-Partisan 
Control bill. 

To its persistent agitation, Officials of the Rapid 
Transit-Board credited the unification of public senti- 
ment which finally made fhe beginning of the work 
possible. The files of The World since it started its 
new career twenty years ago are filled with OMe plea: 
Adequate rapid-transit facilities. It*was peculiarly a 
battle for the newspaper of the future. 

On Jan. 1, 188%, The World said editorially: ‘The 
solution must be a viaduct or one sunk beneath the 
surface.”’ 

Ten years ago it gave to the public the slogan, ‘‘To 
Harlem in Fifteen Minutes!’’ 

“To Harlem in Fifteen Minutes!” it said editorially 
on April 8, 18%, “that and nothing less is rapid 
transit. That is what the city needs and. wants and 
what the electric road can never give. That is what 
the city will get unless infbatience surrenders to the 
greed of the monopoly.”’ 

That is what the city is to gef within a few weeks. 
Of The World's share in this battle Rapid-Transit 
Commissioner John H. Starin said on the day that 
ground was broken for the tunnel: 

‘This should be a day of special sati etion 
to The World. It was The World that FWiarted 
the agitation for Rapid Transit fully fifteen 
years ago.

from franchise taxes was passed.

It was precisely such an income tax that eleven 
years later, after a remarkable fight, was passed Dy 
a ‘'Democtatic Congress. Twenty yecrs ago, when Mr. 
Pulitzer first advocated it, the idea was so new that 
it was called socialistic and revolutionary. 

One editorial after another was printed. Its demand 
for the taxing of incomes was the first to be made. 
The World declared “it was essentially a people's 
tax.’’ For five years the crusade attracted no other at- 
tention than scornful comment. In 1844, when the Dem- 
ocrats were in power, the idea was too-new to be 
taken seriously. Tn 1888, with the Republicans in full 
control, it was idle to expect anything.

Averting War Over Venezuela. 


social betterment made such a deep impression 

at home an abroad as The World’s earnest, 
almost passionate, plea for humanity and common 
sense in stemming the tide of jingo madness aroused 
by President Cleveland's bellicose message on the 
Venezuelan matter in 18%. “The world-power of pu 
lic opinion,”’ of which Bdward M. Shepard spoke re- 
cently, was aroused and it compelled a peaceful set- 
thement of the later Venezuelan difficulty. 

By one stroke President Cleveland plunged the coun- 
try into war excitement by sending his message to 
Congress On Dec. 18, 1885. It was a threat of war over 
a petty divisional line between Venezuela and British 
Guiana, r 

Jingoes.raved with excitement and an inflamed press 
helped to foment the dangerous strife. The morning 
after the message The World printed its now famous 
editorial, “A Grave Blunder,”’ declaring that the 
President had falsely interpreted the Monroe 40c- 
trine, and appealing to the sanity and common sense 
of the people. 

That was a gloomy Christmas Eve for the people of 
two continents. The Senate had incontinently granted 
Mr. Cleveland’s demand for a commission to deter- 
mine the divisional line, failing to respect which Great 
Britain would embroil herself in war. ’ 

On the same Christmas Bve the editor of The World © 
cabled and telegraphed more than five hundred 
messages to the leaders of thought all over Mngland 
and America, representatives of church and state, 
asking them to send messages of good-will and peace 
on earth, if that was the feeling in their hearts. 

The response was heroic, historic and epoch-making, 
It was a spontaneous cry for peace uttered with one 
veice by the greatest men and minds of the English- 
Speaking race.

Routing the Bond Ring. 


TT" defeat of the creat bond syndicate by The 
World in 18% has seemed to some public men, 
editors and bankers as the most amazing ex- 
ample they have ever seen of the power of one news- 
paper in awakening Oublic sentiment. Three things 
make it count amofig the greatest victories of the press. 
It establisheqd the indepetidence of the Treasury. It 
proveti that the Government was greater than all the 
Wal street rings, the people richer than any pr- 
vate bond syndicate, and it settled for many years to 
eame the fact that when the Government needs to 
borrow it must in future sell bonds on open terms to 
all possible bidders instead of on private terms to a 
few privileged bidders. 

This was the situation. Commercial panic and the 
silver agitation had depleted the gold reserve main 
tained to redeem the paper currency. To replenish 
this reserve President Cleveland, in February, 1896, 
made a secret contract with a syndicate headed by 
J. Pierpont Morgan to sell $62,000,000 of government 
bonds at about 104 1-8 in exchange for the needed 
gold. ft 

The market price of bonds at that time was 118. 
so that the syndicate made a profit of six or 
seven million dollars from the government's neces- 
sities. 

The World vigorously opposed this first sale, stern- 
ly reprimanding the Cleveland administration for pev- 
mitting a banking syndicate to dictate terms to the 
nation an@ denouncing the Secretary of the Treasury 
for entering into a secret contract in defiance of the 
law. The bargain was ratified, however, before pub- 
licity could defeat it. 

The answer of the Cleveland Administration, as well 
as of all Wall street bankers, and nearly all the 
financial editors and writers whose pulse echoes the 
heart-beats of Wall street, was this The Treasury 
needs goM, not currency; the bonds are to be gold, not 
for currency, which the people have in abundance, but 
for gold which only the eynfdicate can supply. There- 
fore it is necessary to pay its price. 

The World riddled this argument. It denied that 
the’ Government was dependent upon the gold syn- 
dicate; on the contfary the gold syndicate, with its 
hundred and one other commercial and railroad enter- 
prises, was dependent upon the protection and solven- 
ey of the ndtion, They could not prosper if public 
credit was destroyed. "Phe public credit would survive 
if they failed. 

Ten month's after the first bond deal, the news 
leaked out that another secret contract was about to 
be made with Mr. Morgan for $00,000,000 more gold 
and that Mr. Morgan was to have the option of 
furni#hing still another $100,000,000 on the same profit- 
able teftns if the nation needed it. December 8, 1896, 
The World obtained a copy of this secret contract as 
approved by President Cleveland and Secretary Car- 
lisie but not yet formally executed. Secrecy veiled 
thie transaction as it had the first.

The paper made bitter war upon the contract ring in the School Board, which had long plundered 
the city. It dafeated dhe ring’s candidates for re-eleetion and stopped the steals. The revelations resulted 
in a revision of tne entire school system, non-partisa. school directors being elected by the entire city, in- 
stead of by districts. 

During the great Mississippi floods of 1892 the Post-Dispatch chartered a relief boat. which saved 
hundreds of lives and thousands of dollars’ worth o property. It collected a fund of $12,000 for the flood 
sufferers. 

Gince 1893, when the Post-Dispatch established a summer camp for the children of the poor near Bt. 
Louis, it has carried on. free ice funds, fresh-air missions and the like. 

When the grip of evil times took fhold of the people in 1894, the Post-Dispatch raised $39,215.79, which 
was spent in digging Post-Dispatch Lake in Forest Park, giving relief to more inan 20,000 persons. After 
the great tornado of 1896 Mr. Pulitzer headed the newspaper's subscription list with a contribution of $5,000. 
During the Spanish war it sent three carloads of fooito the Missouri volunteers at Ohickamauga. 

It saved the revenue of the city about $2,500,006 which had been lost through the wholesale evasion 
of the license tax by merchants and manufacturers In 1898 an exposure of frauds and swindles in the 
city government made by the Post-Dispatch caused the State Legislature to appoint an investigating com- 
mittee, which resulted im«enany ¢ceforms, inclading th abolition of many useless offices. The next year 
facts presented in its columns made the authorities more than double the assessment of the lobbying 
street railways, thereby increasing the revenue to th. city by $150,000. i. 

The newspaper revealed the fright$ul condition existing in the City Hospital, which brought about an 
ordinance authorizing the building of a new one. It rescued a sane woman, Elizabeth Barrett, from the 
insane asylum, and proved that the ordinance providing for the commitment of insane persons on certifi- 
cates from the Board of Health was unconstitutional. 

The Post-Dispatch led the campaign against the boodlers, which is still in progress. Alone and un- 
aided it fought the movement to consolidate the street railways of St. Louis into one great monopoly. It 
published ail the facts about the huge bocdle deal which put the bil through the Municipal Assembly, 
the Suburban bribers and boodlers. 
making a case which Circtiit Attorney Folk eaid was better than the one he subsequently made against 

The reform campaign of 190 was largely brought about by the Post-Dispatch. It was the organ of 
those who fought for an honest city. In the efforts to bring the guilty to justice, which have been so 
successful, the newspaper has given the Circuit Attorney and the courts signal aid in many ways. 

When the way of the Circuit Attorney seemed completely blocked because he was unable to secure 
the evidente necessary to convict the great mass of boodlers, the Post-Dispatch sent its own representa- 
tive, Frank R. O'Neill, to Mexico City to find Murrell, the head of the House of Delegates combine, who 
was a fugitive from justice. After a long sea Mr. O'Neill found Murrell living under an assumed name, 
and so ably presented the advantages of his returning to St. Louis that Murrell surrendered himself to 
the Circuit Attorney and madé a full confession, which resuMed in the indictment of eighteen boodlers. 
One of those indicted. through this confession was Col. “Ed.”’ Butler, the boss-0f the boodle combine. 

In addition it secured from Dr. Chapman and Dr. Merrill, members of the St. Louis Board of Health, 
evidence of Butler's attempt to secure a garbage contract ‘by bribery, upon which he was indicted and 
convicted. , j 

When the great work of the Cirouilt attorney seemed likely to fail for lack of funds, the h 
started a popular subscription, which amounted to more than $15,000, and which it headed -with a dona- 
tion of $00. The part played by the Po*t-Dispatch in this campaign against the boodling gang in St. 
Louis is perhaps the most important in the history of the newspaper.’ It is the greatest public service in

King did nvt ponder deeply upon the scene about him 
as he would have done under other circumstan.es. A few 
dollars were in his pocketbook. He waa bent ‘unoa makirg 
money for himself. for Sam Crowther, for his friends, for 
the entire world, if such a thing were possible.

HERE will be faithful reproductions, in actual 
size, of these historical places: 

France will reproduce a section of the Garden 
of .Vensailles, including the Grand Trianon and five 
of the beautiful chalets ereeted at Versailles by 
Marie Antoinette. 

Germany will reproduce’ Marienburg on the Nogat, 
one of the most picturesque of the Rhine castles. 

Louisiana will reproduce the Cabildo, where the 
formal transfer of the Louisinna Territory from 
France to the United States took place April 30, 1808. 

Mississippi will reproduce Beauvoir, the home of 
Jefferson Davis, President of the Confederacy. 

Virginia will reproduce the rotunda of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, designed after the model of the 
Pantheon at Rome by Thomas Jefferson. 

The Burns Cottage Aasociation will reproduce the 
cottage of Robert Burns at Ayrshire, and Sterling 
Castle. 

The cabin of President Ulysses S&S Grant at Old 
Orchard and the cabin where President Abraham Lin- 
colin was born in Larue County, Ky., will also be re- 
produced. 

There will be a number of reproductions of statues 
and monuments, omang them the obelisk, known as 
the Floyd Monument, at Sioux City, Ia., which com- 
morates the Lewis and Clark expeditions; the statue 
of Liberty, which crowns the Capitol At Washing- 
ton; numerous casts of beautiful vases in the great 
gardens of Europe and of famous statues in the 
European galleries.
